This  appropriation  establishes  funding  for  non-highway  capital  improvement  projects  to  increase  use  of  waterways,  remove  modal  bottlenecks  and  improve 
connections  between  modes.  The  funding  provides  no  more  than  80  percent  of  the  total  cost  of  projects  with  local  entities  providing  the  remaining  amount. 

In  calendar  year  2013,  919  million  tons  of  freight  moved  into,  out  of  and  through  Missouri.  Based  on  forecasts  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Transportation,  tonnage  moved  is  predicted  to  grow  50  percent  in  the  next  30  years.  Missouri's  freight  networks  must  be  improved  to  provide  capacity  for 
increasing  tonnage.  The  efficiency  of  freight  movement  largely  determines  the  pric^  and  competitiveness  of  Missouri  produces  in  the  national  and 
international  markets.

This  appropriation  establishes  funding  for  non-highway  capital  improvement  projects  to  increase  use  of  waterways,  remove  modal  bottlenecks  and  improve 
connections  between  modes.  The  funding  provides  no  more  than  80  percent  of  the  total  cost  of  projects  with  local  entities  providing  the  remaining  amount. 

In  calendar  year  2013,919  million  tons  of  freight  moved  into,  out  of  and  through  IVIissouri.  Based  on  forecasts  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Transportation,  tonnage  moved  is  predicted  to  grow  50  percent  in  the  next  30  years.  Missouri's  freight  networks  must  be  improved  to  provide  capacity  for 
increasing  tonnage.  The  efficiency  of  freight  movement  largely  determines  the  price  and  competitiveness  of  Missouri  products  in  the  national  and  international 
markets.
